Roemmert shows are alive. 


By the magic of a clever combination of pro 
jet ti on lantern and microscope, be throws their 
living images on the screen thousands of times 
their natural size, so that people who nevei 
have looked through a microscope, never even 
imagined the existence of such endures, can 
watch the fascinating, often tragic, dramas 
that go on in the little animal world that live* 
in a drop of water. 


T lA S f C A L L V . Dr.

simple; it consists in substituting a thin layer 
of water containing a collection of one-celled 
plants or animats for the conventional ste-reop 
ticon slide, and magnifying the linage up to 
suitable sue.

In the large double booth assigned to the 
micro-vivarium there are six of the projectors,

I liege ceils 
demonstrate tile processes that go on in ill 
tureen plants, hi the manufacture of food md 
in its use by the plant itself. 


H P R A IN S of light-flecks, projected against 
■- the ti impotency from behind, show the 
courses followed by water, oxygen and cr .bon 
dioxide in the vital economy of the plant. One 
*<*t of these moving light-flecks show how carbon 
dioxide enters the cell and passes into the chlor­ 
oplast. 


Into the came chloroplast water is also being 
absorbed. 
File sun shines upon it, and the car- 
bon dioxide and water unite in the presence of 
the green color-stulf. chlorophyll, lo form sugar, 
the foundation of ail foodstuffs. 
Out of the 
chloroplast comes oxygen, which passes from 
the cell. 
A ll this illustrates but one of the two out­ 
standing vital processes that take place ta 
the living plant ceil. 
I he other is the reverse, 
consisting of the use of food in respiration. 


Into the Mine cell you see another train of 
moving decks passing, representing oxygen, this 
time going in, not coming out. 
In the ceil it 


combines with sugar or other food, releasing 
energy for the use of the plant. The products 
d this chemical reaction are carbon dioxide 
md vvater, shown passing from the cell. 


Another exhibit, showing cells on a smaller 
calc but more of them, is an exact reproduc­ 
tion of a bit of corn leaf. 


I I shows the layers of <kin-cells on top and 
bottom, the masses of green food-making cells 
between, the mouth-like openings that control 
the plant's intake and outgo of gases and water 
vapor, and the complicated structure of th* 
veins that carry water and dissolved foods—
